■ June 23 - Reconqu ista - Battle of M oclin : Troops of the 
Emirate of Granada defeat those of the Kingdom of 
Castile , and Kingd om of L eonJ 1 ] 

■ Construction on the northern section of the Grand Canal of 
China is begun.^ 

■ The final expansion of Lincoln Cathedral in England is 
completed.^ 

■ King Magnus III of Sweden founds a Swedish nobility, by 
enacting a law accepting a contribution of a cavalry- 
member in lieu of ordinary tax payments.^ 

■ Tsar Ivan Asen III of Bulgaria flees from Tarnovo, ending 
the Asen Dynasty in Bulgaria.^ 

■ Syria attempts to secede from the Mamluk Sultanate of 
Egypt, but Al Mansur Qalawun defeats the rebels, and 
keeps Syria within the Egyptian sultanate.^ 

■ The second of two main surveys of the Hundred Rolls, an 
English census seen as a follow up to the Domesday B ook 
completed in 1086, is completed; it began in 1279 . 

■ Turin is conquered by Thomas III of Savoy, becoming the 
capital of the Hous e of Savoy .^
